Sees Higher Price 


For Cotton Soon

Washington, August 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Fol- 
lowing the final conference of 
house and senate leaders over the 
agriculture products relief bill, held 
during the late night session pre- 
vious to adjournment, in which no 
material changes were made; Con- 
gressman Charles H. Brand, of Geor- 
gia, member of the banking and 
currency committee of the house of 
representatives, gave out a state- 
ment in which he expresses great 
relief in the improvement of the cot- 
ton market and business conditions 
in general throughout the south 
when the machinery of the bill is 
finally set in action. 

Representative Brand, through 
having been a member of the house 
banking and currency committee for 
some time, has been in constant 
touch with members of the War 
Finance corporation, through which 
institution the bill providing one 
billion dollars relief for agricultural 
products will function. 

His statement follows: 

“I regard this bill as the most 
important piece of legislation in be- 
half of the farmers of the country 
which the congress has enacted. It 
is not as broad and comprehensive 
as I had hoped and have been striv- 


-ing for, as a member of the bank- 


ing and currency committee, and 
yet, it is an advanced step towards 
relieving the distressed condition of 
our people; and if liberally admin- 
istered by the board of directors of 
tie war finance corporation, it will 
Prove of substantial assistance not 
only to the farmers, but to all bank- 
ers, factors and other people who 
hold farmers’ obligations. Under 
liberal construction, it will take care 
of the frozen credits now held by 
many banks of the state. 

“A prominent member of the fed- 
era. reserve board told me, speak- 
ing personally and not as an offi- 
cial, that it was his opinion the pas- 
sage of this measure would have a 
strong tendency to increase the 
price of cotton. He said on account 
of the improved banking conditions 
generally and the enactment of this 
farmers’ credit bill, in his judgment, 
cotton would go to at least 18 cents 
per pound this fall. 

“Mr. Myers, manager of the War 
Finance corporation, in a conversa- 
tion I had with him a few days 
ago, in régard to the effeet of the 
enactment of ths legislation on. the 
price of cotton, told me that-vhe did 
not want to ‘predict the figure 
which the price of the commodity 
would likely reach, and yet, he was 
of the decided opinion that there 
would be a natural increase in the 
price. 

“If this oct is interpreted and ad- 
ministered in accordance with the 
views of the members of the bank- 
ing and currency committe of the 
house it ought to be an important

Elimination of secrecy surround- 
ing appointment of Methodist min- 
isters and open selection by the 
bishop and presiding elders are ad- 
vocated in an editorial in the August 
26 issue of The Wesleyan Christian 
Advocate, organ of the North: and 
South Georgia conferendes of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south. 


Rev. W. P. King, the editor, is 
author of the editorial which is 


called “Democracy in the Church,” , 
and which favors sweeping away of | 
all secrecy in connection with ap- 
ppintment of pastors. He also pub- 
lishes letters from Bishop Edwin D. 
Mouzon and Bishop H. M. DuBose in 
support of his recommendation. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler Thurs- 
day night declined to comment upon. 
the matter. 


Editorial in Full. 


The editorial is as follows: 

Amid the democratization of the state 
and industry, the church that rem@ins un- 
democratic does so at her own great peril. 
Human society cannot continue half demo- 
cratic and half autocratic. You cannot have 
democracy in the state and the church re- 
main affected. Tlie church is made for 
man not man for the church. That 
particular policy is most divine which most 
perfectly meets the human need. Democ- 
racy in the church is against any one man 
exercising an excess of power, whether @ 
preacher in any ecclesiastical position or a 
layman. : ' 

The most perilous use of power is where 
a churchman with ovérmuch power per- 
suades himself that his ju 
outweighs that of. the 


pression and tends toe produce toad 
weaker personalities. The man who pos- 
sesses power inconsistent with democracy is 
in danger of not obtaining full knowledge 
of a situation. His advisers are frequently 
those who are prone to tell him what they 
think he wants to hear. " 

The opposers of democracy are fond of 
insisting that a féw heads are wiser than 
many heads, bu ey want themselves num- 
bered under th® head of the few heads, 
We are perfectly willing to admit that a 
large measure of the wisdom belongs to 
the select minority, if we are of the selected. 

It is the verdict of common sense that to 
avoid bungling, the direct management of 
enterprises of any kind must be entrusted 
to the few but the majority wil, insist 
that they shall not only have the authority 
of making the selection, but also that they 
shall make whatever restrictions are in 
harmony with fhe democratic principle. 

Urges Bishop to Yield. 

It is evident that agitation looking to- 
ward drastic changes as to limitation of 
power and limited tenure of bishops can 
only be avoided by the bisho refraining 
from the exercise of the abundance of pow- 
er which theoretically belongs to them, and 
of their own will‘complying with the judg- 
ment of the jority in certain matters 
of policy, where.no moral‘issue is involved, 
A moderate and economical use of legal 
authority on the part of bishops will do 
far more to allay any unrest and dissatis- 
faction in the church than appeals to con- 
stitutional rights and prerogatives and 
precedents. There can no permanent 
harmony in a church where the judgment 
of the majority is persistently antagonized, 

An occasion of much controversy through- 
out the church has been in connection with 
the presiding eldership. There is not in 
the agitation antagonism to this factor of 
our ecclesiastical Machine nor any depte- 
ciation of the importanc@ of this official 
position. Aside from all legal technicali- 
ties involved, the presiding elders are in 
reality the representatives of the pastors. 
The argument from the analogy of the 
president and his chbinet breaks down, for 
a bishop on beginning the superintendency 
of an annual conference works with a cabi- 
net not of his appointment, and the bishop 
who follows him is in the same situation. 
The analogy also fails because of the en- 
tire absence of a president’s cabinet and the 
presidjng elders. 

Some method must be worked out that will 


presiding elders. Constitutional difficulties 
and changes could be avoided by a selective 
system voluntarily submitted by the bishcps, 
in which the conference would be allowed 
to name twice the number of - presiding 
elders required, and the necessary number 
appointed from this list. With a majority 
selecting the presiding elders they would 
have no ground to criticise their own ac- 
tions, and the demand of demoerarcy would 
be at least in a measure met. If there 
were a lengthy tenure in the office, it would 
be through the will of the majority. We 
believe that some procedure substantially 
like this would 
siding elders an . There a s 
to be an increasing sentiment over the .en- 
tire church against a lengthened tenure in 
the presiding eldership. In some 
conferences it is the. unwritten law 
that there shall be _ frequent rotation 
in this position. This method has worked 
well, and men untried in the office have 
shown capabilities that had heen unrecog- 
nized. We are fully persuaded that the en- 
tire conference will be allowed to make ung 
of the selective method of naming the 
presiding elders, or there will result either 
a legal limitation of the tenure of office 
or the still more drastic change to the 
elective presiding eldership. 

Christian democracy results in a larger 
respect for the personality of every man. 
There are two bishops in the Methodist 
Episcopal church, South, who favor the open 
method in making appointments. ‘The se- 
cret method is only a time-honored custom, 
based on what was supposed to 
pedient and convenient: with no claim to

Bishop Mouzon’s Views. 


Bishop EB. D. Mouzon’ says: i 
“My Dear Brother King: 

‘“‘When 1 came into the office of the 
general superintendent in 1910 I was en- 
tirely without experience in making ap- 
pointments, never having served as presiding 
elder. I followed the time-honored cus- 
tom of pledging the presiding elders to 
secrecy during my first qhadrennium. ( 
yet, as a matter of fact, the custom of 
secrecy had often been ignored by the bish- 
ops and presiding elders before I became 
bishop. For, with two or three exceptions, 
during my whole experience as a member 
of an annual conference I knew where I 
was going to be sent before the bishops 
read the appoisttments.) Dur that quad- 
rennium I was often pained to find out that 
blunders had been made which would not 
have been made if I had been in posses- 
sion of information which I might easily 
have had. Sometimes changes had to be 
thade after the appoitittments had been an- 
nounced. 

‘“T am now In my fourth year of my 
third quadrennium. It is now nfy custom 
to gay to my presiding elders: ‘I do not 
bind you to secrecy. You can be your own 
judges as to whether you talk to laymen 
and preachers about appointments.’ And 
very frequently T tell presiding elders to co 
and see certain brethren and let them know 
what they are thinking of doing, so as to 
find out if there are any satisfactory rea- 
sons why it should not be done. Preachérs 
and laymen all know that they are at lib- 
erty to see me and to talk to me about 
any matter that concerng them, and this 
they do freely. I would not go back to the 
old way. Cordially,

Senator Watson 
Pleads Sanctity 


Georgian Closes Senate De- 
bate on Amendment to 
Anti-Beer Measure. 


Censtitution Bureau,

Washington, August 25.— (Special 
by Constitution Leased Wire.)—As 
the hands of the large clock in the 
senate chamber drew near the mid- 
night Ruur, and: while the house of 
representatives busied itself with 
the resolution calling for adjourn- 
ment at 12 o'clock, Senator Thomas 
E. Watson, of Georgia. after wait- 
ing for fourteen consecutive hours, 
gained the floor and elosed the deée- 
bate on the now famous “no beer” 
legislation. : 

Senator Reed, democrat, of Mis- 
sour:, employing hig vigorous elo- 
quence and sarcasm, had spoken 
continuously against the bill for 
severa! hours, filibustering by him- 
seif; and Senator Stanley, of Ken- 
tucky, had moved the galleries to 
laughter and applause as he de- 
nounced the “fanaticism’of the day,” 
but it remained for the Georgian to 
close the debate. 

Senator Watson stated that he 
had been in the chamber since it 
convened, at 10 o’ciock that morn- 
ing, awaiting an opportunity of 
gaining the floor, as he felt that 
he could not permit the session to 
close without entering his protest 
against “legislation designed to de- 
Stroy one,of the landmarks of Eng- 
lish liberty: the sanctity of a man’s 
home and person.” 

“Let it be understood’ every- 
where,” he sdid, “that as soon as 
this law goes into effect no one’s 
person fs to be respected again, no 
one’s private luggage ih travéling, 
no one’s private pape¥s, no one’s 
premises except that part in which 
he dwells is tu be respected again— 


let it pe understood as it will be 
understood svon, and you will see 
laKking piace in tis Cuuutry a re- 
action against thuse who are un- 
derminiug our constitution, and be- 
iraying that for which our ances- 
torg sued their blvuod on. 80 many 
batctierieids that we have to use put 
little imagination to almost see the 
serried rauks of battle and hear the 
clash of swords of tnose rights were 
won,” 

. Arguing that the pending legisla- 
tion atteinpted to dissect tne ruurth 
amendment and destroy certain of 
its protections, Senator Watson 
said: 

“Yesterday the senator from South 
Dakota (Mr. Sier.ing) expressly 
S parated the dweiling house froiu 
every other kind ot property, trom 
the person, and from eifects, ‘thus 
showing that he was dissecting the 
fourth amendment thereby admit- 
ting that he had no right to violate 
the fourth amendment as to the 
dwelling house, but contending in 
bis argument that as to everytning 
tis than-the dwelling house, that 
a> to the person, whether a man or 
“a woman, young or old, rich or poor, 
on the highway, on the ca¥, in a 
hotel, the person of every woman 
mav be searched.” 

He traced natural] rights back to 
the time when ancestors of the 
American peopie,.in the woods of 
Germany, -made their laws and 
elected their leaders, and how the 
Anglo-Saxon people finally embod- 
ied those rights into the common 
law. After reviewing the constitu- 
tion inhibition against unreasonable 
Search and seizure, Senator Watson 

lade a reference to the old English 
common law: a 

“I- do not knoW where other law- 
yers of the senate received their 
training, but I know where I got 
my knowledge of law. I studied 
my Blackstone at night by the blaze 
vf a pine knot fire,” he said. 

Senator Stanley interrupted to say 
th...t he obtained his experience from 
the “sacred fountain,” whereupon 
Senator Watson rejoined, “I have no 
doubt others here did the same. I 
learned to love the principles of the 
kinglish law, as I dug them out one 
by one, diamond by diamond, from 
the pages of Blackstone. I thought 
ic was understood to be fundamental 
th..t the absolute rights of man in- 
cluded the sanctity of his person, 
of hig property and of his good 
name. Where was ever a man who 
cared to live after he has lost his 
&00d name; where is the woman who 
prizes life after she has lost her 
gBOod name? 

“As I said here the other after- 
noon, our forefathers said they 
would not put the bills of rights in 
the constitution. Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Edmund Rancolph, James Madi- 
son, George Washington, Aelxan- 
der Hamilton said, “we will not put 
them there, because it is unneces- 
Sary. Nobody disputes them; no- 
body will ever dispute them. It 
is not necessary to put them there. 
They are historic; they are as fix- 
ed as the stars are fixed. They 
are aS sure as tne light of day 
is sure.” They said, “we have not 
put them in the constitution be- 
cause they are fixed luminaries, 
whose light cannot possibly fail.) 

“It is true that no eech made 
here will change a vote M this body, 
but beyond us and above us and 
finally to control us there is a 
Public opinion which can be reach- 
ed, and there are minds which can 
be influenced by the knowledge of 
the monstrosity of this legislation. 
I mean no disrespect, of course, per- 
sonally to those w support it. I 
am speaking simply of the legal 
character of the legislation. 

“The fourth amendment secures 
to the people, not for a day but 
forever, the sanctity of their per- 
sons. Think of it. This is the age 
of travel, not only by automobile 
but by steamer and railroad cars. 
There never was since Adam was 
east out of Eden such a passing 
back and forth of the sons and 
daughters of men. Every lady who 
travels will, under this law, do so 
in fear and trembling lest. some 
rude brute, armed with his brief 
authority. will claim the right to 
invade her privacy and search her 
luggage without Warrant and only 
on suspicion. 

“The senator from Montana asked 
who will decide whére reasonable 
cause exists for a search, reasonable 
cause to search the luggage of the 
lonely girls traveling on the cars 
at night, or in the day time for that 
matter, and of the men or the women 
everywhere. Who will be the judge 
of whether they shall be searched? 

“The fourth amendment cannot 
be read altogether without it being 
perfectly apparent that the fathers 
who had these amendments attach- 
ed to the constitution because there 
was no bill rights meant that no 
such searco or seizure could be made 
at all without a warrant. Will any- 
one say to me, say to you, say to 
the lady. say to the girl, that any 
upstart of an officer whom we may 
not know even to be an officer, who 
may be a man impersonating an 
ficer, can decide within his ow 
mind that he will subject every- 
thing except the dwelling to his in- 
vasion, his search and his seizure? 
That very mament they would dis- 
member the fourth amendment by 
taking the dwelling house away 
from it, when that amendment it- 
self groups them all together, prac- 
tically saying all sorts of property 
and the person is mentioned first as 
more sacred than any property. 

“To gfve that power to an officer 
Or one who pretends to be an offi- 
cér and say that you have not tram- 
pled upon the constitution of your 
country is to make a_ statement 
which may carry conviction here. 


but it will not carry conviction to}

'of the Kimball house at noon Tnurs- 
|\day, Colonel H. H. Dean, of Gaines-

FOR CARS SOUGHT 


Councilman Claude E. Buchanan 
will submit to the ordinance com- 
mitteé of council this afternoon an 
amendment to the traffic ordinance 
to permit the operation and park- 
ing of automobiles without lights 
in the “white way” district. . 

The councilman’s amendment, if 
approved by the committee and 
adopted by council, will relieve mo- 
torists of the requirement now en- 
forced of burning their headlights 
and tail lights while running or 
parked in the section illuminated 
by the white way lights, except 
after 12 o’clock at night when the 
white way illumination is extin- 
guished. 

The ordinance defines a zone 
within which lightless cars may be 
driven and parked as follows: 

Beginning at the ‘intersection of 
Auburn avenue and Ivy street, pro- 


thence west on Cain to Spring: 
thence south on Spring to Marietta 
street; thence south on a line across 
the railroad’ to Madison avenue; 
thence south on Madison avenue to 
Mitchell street; thence east on 
Mitchell street to Central avenue: 
thence north on Central avenue to 
Decatur street; thence east on De- 
catur street to Ivy; thence north on 
Ivy to Auburn avenue, the starting 
point, 

The provisions of the amendment 
will apply also to. portions of 
streets having white way lights 
located outside of the above zone. 

Since the police crusade against 
violators of' the traffic ordinanceés 
has been under way numerous ar- 
rests have been made for failure 
by drivers to obgerve tHe law with 
respect to having their lights burn 
at~all times. 

This is a‘ needless requirement, 
according to the councilman, who 
states that there is no necessity 
for compelling motorists to burn 
their lights in a district that is al- 
ready lighted bright as day.

Prosperity Return 
Up to Congres, 
Declares Shedd 


Chicago, August 25.—Replying to- 
day to numerous inquiires [trom 
chambers of commerce and -bueiness 
men throughout the country un the 
factors necessary for a return to 
prosperity, John G. Shedd, president 
of Marshall Field & Co., threw re- 
sponsibility onto congress. 

“My judgment on our future pros- 
perity will be formed on congres- 
sional action on three great prob- 
lems confronting us; namely the 
tariff, taxes and transportation,” 
said Mr. Shedd in his statement. . 
“Returns from the agricultural 
sections show an assured crop and if 
the farmere are enabled to earn a 
fair return through marketing their 
surPlus products abroad, it will 
mean that a great buying power, 
now stagnant, will be revived. The 
Fordney tariff bill is the important 
factor toward this end, and it is 
vital that congress be made to un- 
derstand that a law that prohibits 
our buying products of foréign man- 
ufacture will make it impossible for 
Europe t9 purchase our suplus farm 
products, raw materials, ete. Eu- 
rope can Only pay in its products; 
it hag not the geld. 

Destructive Provisions. 

“This tariff bill now before the 
finance committee of the United 
States senate contains Many pro- 
visions destructive to American bus- 
iness, And will impose upon the con- 
sumer the burden of higher prices. 
Chief among its objectionable fea- 
tures is the so-called ‘American Val- 
uation Plan.’ Upon commodities upon 
which ad valorem duties are assess- 
ed, duties are to be computed, not 
upon the foreign market value as 
in all previous acts, but upon the 
‘wholesale selling price’ at which 
similar domestic merchandieé is sold 
in the principal markets of the 
United States, or in cases where no 
similar goods are madg in this coun- 
try, upon the wholesale selling price 
of the imported article or other like 
imported articles. The basis of for- 
eign exchange. is regarded ag the 
chief reason for this provision. 

“The theory that exchange cheap- 
ens the product is not in accord with 
the facts, as in our experience we 
have paid in these countries where 
depreciated currency exisis, in many 
instances over two thousand per 
cent higher costs than those of pre- 
war times, and on many invoices 
thie rule has been so positive that 
it is almost a truism. 

“The merchant who must buy his 
wares six months to a year or more 
in advance and be compelled to 
make such purchases with no idea 
of what some American expert or| 
manufacturer thinks should have 
been paid for the goods, is not only 
placed in an impossible position but 
is actually prohibited from trading 
in foreign goods. It is my judg- 
ment that this: particular feature of 
the Fordney tariff bill will be so 
destructive to the revival of Amer- 
ican business that a forceful pro- 
test should be sent to” Washington. 

Must Economize. 

“The government must economize 
in it sexpenditures so that the coun- 
try can be relieved of many bur- 
dens of taxation. Industry and the 
public at large will be happily en- 
couraged if congress will promptly 
and ably revise our tax laws effec- 
tive January 1, 1921. Capital must 
be encouraged toward business en- 
terprise rather than be forced to 
seek investment in non-taxable se- 
curities. Coets must be reduced so 
that commodities may be sold ata 
price within the reach of all of the 
people. : 
“Transportation rates must be 
lowered, and yet the capital em- 
ployed in our great transportation 
systems must be enabled to show @ 
profitable return. The rules gov- 
erning the working hours and pay 
of, the railway workers must be 
changed eo that the tremendous ex- 
isting waste of man power may be 
eliminated, which in itself would 
warrant much lower transportation 
rates and yet permit the railroads 
to operate on a profitable basis. 
- “Our crops being assured; con- 
trolling most of the world’s gold 
supply; Europe owing us a huge 
debt that can only be paid, how- 
ever, by our conservatively pur- 
chaaine her goods; it is my judg- 
ment that the exercise of wisdom 
by congress in its enactments on 
the problems of the tariff, taxes and 
transportation -will stimulate busi- 
ness and the early return of pros- 
perity. 

“On the other hand, !f poor judz- 
ment is used in framing the lawée 
on these three great questions. we 
will --. doubt stumble on through 
a period of uncertainty, business 
stagnation and unrest.”
